Former Colleague of Balfour Dies In 
Fiftieth Year. 


LONDON, June 10.—The death of 
th» Rt. Hon. George Wyndham, who 
was Chief Secretary for ‘reland from 
1900 to 1905, in Arthur J. Balfour’s 
Conservative Cabinet, occurred yes- 
terday in Paris, according to private 
despatches received here. He was in 
his 50th year and had been Conserva- 
tive member of Parliament for Dover 
since 1889. 

Soldier, Parliamentarian and auth- 
or was the late Rt. Hon. George 
Wyndham. Born in London, he, as an 
officer of the Coldstream Gaards, took 
part in the Suakim campaign of 1885. 
In 1889 he entered the House of Com- 
mons. He was Under Secretary for 
War 1898-1900 and Chief Secretary for 
Ireland 1900-1905. Hig term of office 
was marked by the passage of an 
Irish land bill, which has done much 
to hasten the establishment of 6 
peasant proprietary. 

He was the author of several books, 
including “North’s Plutarch,”’ ‘‘Shak-. 
pere’s Pomes” and “‘Ronsard and La 
Pleaide.”” His favorite suthor was 
Sir Walter Scott, and by the time he | 
was eleven years of age he had thrice 
tead “‘Rob Roy.”

VIENNA, June 10.—Accepting an in- 
vitation from Emperor Francis Jos- 
eph, Count Zeppelin, with his airship 
Sachsen, paid a visit to Vienna yes- 
terday. The Sachsen started from 
Baden-Baden at 5.30 yesterday morn- 
ing and reached Vienna at 1.30 p.m. 
After cruising for twenty minutes over | 
the capital the airship took a straight 
course to Schoenbrunn Castle, there 
manoeuvering twenty minutes and sa- 
luting the emperor, who was awaiting 
it.

ture-telegraphing apparatus, for the 
reason that the electrical conductiv- 
ity of selenium varies approximately 
with the amount of light that falls on 
it. The mechanical eye consists of a 
cylindrical box, four iftehes in dia- 
meter, and about an inch thick, con- 
taining a band of selenium wound 
up in a coil.

As there are over 300,000 species of 
insects—each with some queer, inter- 
esting ways—it is hard to select a 
few for special mention. Scientists 
say that bees and ants are the most 
intelligent citizens of the insect world. 
Bees are fairly well known, but Ter- 
mites, often called white ants, are 
almost strangers. 

They are commonest in Africa, Aus- 
tralia and South America, where the 
build red-earth houses large ptr | 
to form a part of the landscape.

Another ant guest is a tiny mite

happens to see a better ‘‘tenement.” 
Horny cups on its feet, filled with a 
sticky substance, enable it to stick 
fast and an ant will carry two or 
three of these mites without objec- 
tion. 

Near at hand may also be found 
tiny, blind cockroaches,.thriving on 
jg mushroom ‘growth. They frequent- 
| ly mount the ant’s back and ride for 
a long time. As far as scientisfs can 
discover there is no reason for this 
except recreation. 

Passing to the fly family among the 
most curious specimens is the Hippo- 
boscidae, or Bird Tick, who begins 
life with wings, and elings to the 
bodies of birds until old enough to 
migrate to something larger, such as 
a deer. When they find a home that 
exactly suits them, they prepare to 
remain permanently by biting off their 
wings so they cannot leave it. 

The Apocephalus, Sit-o’-my-head, is 
}@ very lively fly who darts after big 
black ants and lays eggs on their 
| neeks. When hatched the grub bores 
| into the ant’s head anl eats the 
| brain. When the head drops off, the 
maggot inside strolls around carry- 
ing his residence with him, like a 
snail. Soon, however, he becomes 
tired, turns into a chrysalis and 
sleeps. When the nap is over, he 
comes out 4 fully-developed, wicked 
little fly, like his parents. 

The hump-back flies (Pharidae) are 
hatched in bee-hives and live on the 
eggs and larvae there. When ma- 
ture, they pounce like hawks upon 
moths, beetles, butterflies and grass- 
hoppers—but their favorite prey is 
bees. They have a hard, tubular beak 
that is used to lacerate their victims; 
after which they suck the body dry. 
They are inhuman littk murderers, 
| who work industriously all day. Some-

hive is strewn with empty bee-shells, 
| and there is nothing that bees, or bee- 
| keepers, dread more than this so- 
called Robber fly. It is a question

One of the few places to repeal the 
Local Option by-law last January Was 
the town of Acton, During tbe time 
of the campaign for its repeal, the 
Repeal Committee made many 
specious Lo to “see that the pro- 
visions of the Liquor License Act were 
carried out and to take steps to have 
every nau found on the streets the 
worse for liquor promptly arrested.” 
It is a little more than a month now 
since the Local Option law ceased its 
operation in Acton and according to 
one of the papers, there have been 
most disastrous results, We are told 
that in the twenty-nine days after the 
law went out of force, although only 
one bar-room had been given alicense, 
there have been as many convictions 
on the charge of drunk and disorderly 
in the magistrate’s court as there were 
during the whole three years of Local 
Option regime ; while drunken men 
are seen staggering out of the hotel, 
despite the License Laws’ provisions 
against supplying men under the in- 
fluence of livuor with more. Magis- 
trates and inspectors are in receipl of 
letters from wives (who, of course, 
had no vote in repealing the Local 
Option By-Law) to this effect : “Please 
bave my husbapd placed on the 
Indian List at once. He is drunk 
every day now.” This ought to be an 
object lesson as to the desirability of 
Local Option and its effectiveness.

Kill an Ordinary Man. 

We bear much of American dyspep- 
sia, but there is one native race of 
America that is certainly not troubled 
in this respect. The Eskimo defies all 
the laws of hygiene and thrives, He 
eats antil he is satisfied, but is said 
never to be satisfied while a shred of 
his feast remains unconsumed. His 
capacity is limited by the supply and 
by that only. 

The Eskimo cannot make any mis- 
take about the manner of cooking his 
food, since, as a rule, he does not cook 
it. Nor, so far as the blubber or fat of 
the arctic animal is concerned, is the

How to Handie the Squealers and 

Their Dams to Get Best Results. 

In raising hogs cheaply it is neces- 
eary to begin with the sows. They 
must be fed well in order to produce 
a good litter of strong. vigorous pigs. | 
Oats are a’ splendid feed. They are a 
well balanced food. Corn is not suit- 
able. It is too fattening. Also provide 
plenty of pare water. Exercise is nec 
essary. This can be provided by feed. 
ing the oats on a feeding floor, scatter. 
ing them thinly. It is not necessary to 
grind the oats. The sows should be 
handled so one can go up to then at 
any time. A good time to have them 
farrow is about April 1. A good place 
fs a stall in the horse or cow barn. 
The time of farrowing can be deter- 
mined quite exactly. The milk comes 
dnto the teats four to six hours before 
farrowing. Don’t feed the sow for 
twenty-four bours after farrowing, but 
give ber slightly warmed water. Then 
feed some feed like oats and some 
sborts.

SUCCESS WITH HOGS. 


A Swineherd’s Method of 
Thrifty Chester Whites. 

My plan in taking care of my 
Chester White hogs is to keep my 
brood sows In just as thrifty a condi- 
tion as possible at all times, writes FB. 
Little tu Orange Judd Farmer, In fact, 
I strive to do this with all classes of 
swine. I sort the bogs as to size and 
age and keep them in small pasture 
lots. I Jet them run out all the time 
as | am a grent. believer in hogs hav- 
ing plenty of exercise. They must 
have this to do well. J also plan to 
feed them a variety of stuff and to 
feed regularly, believing that their 
stomachs need attention just as well 
as those of human beings. 

My breeding sows are kept in a yard 
by themselves. I do not shut them 
up until farrowing time approaches. 
Sometimes I] keep them in a pen a 
day or two beforehand, but I very 
frequently permit them to run out 
with the other sows. I am convinced 
that the sow should be sbut up by 
herself and fed alone some time be- 
fore and some days after farrowing. 
After the pigs come the sow should 
not be fed very much for a few days 
else the pigs will scour and some of 
them may die. After two or three 
days the sow should have her feed the 
same as before farrowing. Provide 
plenty of room for exercise at all 
times for the sow as well as the pigs. 

When the pigs are 1 month or 60 old 
they will eat a little corn and a little 
swill.

Give these weanling 
pigs a warm place to sleep in, plenty 
of water at all times, good feed, and 
you will be surprised to see how fast 
they grow. Started In this way they 
will weigh fifty pounds at two months 
old and at three months they will 
weigh from seventy to ninety pounds, 
At four months old I have had pigs 
weigh 128 pounds and at five months 
200 pounds. This fall one of my seven 
month pigs weighed 270 pounds and 
was good enough to take the blue rib- 
bon in a class of forty-four at the IIli- 
nois state fair. 

I keep my herd boars by themselves 
and feed them well. I want to say 
further concerning feeding my sows 
that a 250 pound sow will take care of 
twelve quarts of good swill three times 
a day and three ears of corn.
